The provincial government 
will announce funding Mon¬ 
day for construction of a 
new kindergarten to Grade 
9 Catholic school in the Win¬ 
dermere neighbourhood, 
sources have told Metro. 

Alberta premier Alison 
Redford is set to announce 
the new school at a press 
event at 9:30 a.m. Monday. 
The school will have space 
for about 750 students. 

Angela Meier, with the 
Greater Windermere Com¬ 
munity League, said with 
no schools currently in the 
neighbourhood, this is fan¬ 
tastic news. 

“It’s going to be incredibly 
important for the commun¬ 
ity. It’s going to make such a 
difference to all the kids that 
are living in that area,” she 
said. 

Meier said students are 
currently travelling, in heavy 


traffic, for as much as 40 min¬ 
utes to get to a school. 

“The big problem that we 
have is that they have to drive 
down Terwillegar Drive along 
with all the other people who 
are driving downtown,” she 
said. 

She said children from 
Windermere can’t go to 
schools in nearby Terwille¬ 
gar, because those schools 
are also full. 

No construction timetable 
for the new school was avail¬ 
able on Sunday, but Meier 
said she hopes it will open 
soon.

Challenges with finding quali¬ 
fied candidates to lead Alberta 
school boards and the onerous 
demands of the superintend¬ 
ent job itself are among 
the factors dictating wages 
that outpace those paid to 
similar professionals in other 
provinces, says the head of a 
professional group. 

Barry Litun, executive direc¬ 
tor of The College of Alberta 
School Superintendents, also 
said the roles of top school 
officials differ elsewhere and 
total compensation reported 
by organizations can include 
perks outside the paycheque. 

Metro reported last week 
that superintendents with 
three of Alberta’s four major 
metro boards were netting 
more in annual pay and bene¬ 
fits than their peers with the 
three largest school boards in 
the countiy, all of which are in 
Ontario. 

But Litun, whose organiza¬ 
tion represents 74 superintend¬ 
ents from the public, Catholic, 
Francophone and charter- 
school systems, said there has 
to be draw for people to take 
on the daunting tasks of a 
superintendent. 

“There are circumstances, 
quite frankly, where school- 
based admin positions — 
principals, vice-principals — or 
district-based positions, where 
there are veiy few people that 
are expressing interest,” he 
said. 

The province is reviewing 
the regulations of its new Edu¬ 
cation Act, expected to come 
into effect in 2015, and part of 
that will include a review of 
professions and occupations 
within the provincial school 
system, jeremy nolais/metro 



Police respond to 
death in Mill Woods

A 32-year-old man is dead fol¬ 
lowing an altercation at a Mill 
Woods bar early Sunday mor¬ 
ning. 

According to an EPS 
spokesperson, Edmonton 
police were called to JT’s Bar 
and Grill at the intersection 
of Knottwood Road and Mill 
Woods Road South, shortly 


after 2 a.m. 

“Currently police are in¬ 
vestigating and they are inter¬ 
viewing some suspects at this 
time,” said EPS spokesperson 
Noreen Remtulla. “Police have 
talked to several witnesses 
and they are talking to a few 
suspects.” 

An autopsy is scheduled for 
Monday. 

JT’s Bar and Grill manager 
Jim Urlcosky said the incident 
was unusual for the area. 
“This is a great neighbour¬ 
hood,” he noted. 

While Urlcosky was not 
able to identify anyone in¬ 
volved in the altercation, he 
said his security staff were 
first on the scene and called 


EMS. 

“They weren’t from around 
here as far as we have been 
led to believe and as far as we 
know,” he added. “From them 
being non-regulars, I would as¬ 
sume that is correct.” 

Urlcosky said he wasn’t 
working at the time of the 
altercation. 

“They are doing as well 
as can be expected,” he said 
about the staff members who 
were on scene during the 
homicide. “A loss of life is 
pretty serious.” 

Urlcosky added that he is 
looking into getting secur¬ 
ity cameras for the front en¬ 
trance of the building.

Man charged in 
connection to 
2008 murder 

Police have arrested a 
21-year-old man in relation 
to a 2008 homicide case in 
which a man was stabbed to 
death by youth after being 
asked for cigarettes. 

The individual was 
charged with second-degree 
murder Thursday. 


“This was simply a ran¬ 
dom act of violence and was 
completely unnecessaiy,” 
said Staff Sgt. Dave Christof- 
fel in a release. “In most 
homicides, victims know 
their assailants, as in 13 of 
17 solved homicide files in 
2013.” 

The name of the 21-year- 
old male cannot be dis¬ 
closed under the Criminal 
Youth Justice Act as he was 
16 years old at the time of 
the murder.

Wilson, says the singer was 
dropped off with his tour 
manager in Lloydminster on 
Saturday for a performance 
of The Huron Carole in the 
city that evening. 

The pilot then took off 
for High River, south of 
Calgaiy, but the Cessna 210 
slammed into the ground 
shortly after takeoff and slid 
into a house. 

A person who was in the 
house wasn’t hurt, but the 
pilot was killed.

Brad Ferguson, president 
of the Edmonton Economic 
Development Corporation, 
congratulated city councillors 
for re-affirming that LRT is the 
city’s top priority. 

He said the province needs 
to make it one as well, because 
congested roadways are start-

ing to hamper business. 

“Speed has been one of the 
quiet blessings in living in a 
less densely populated city and 
we are now getting to the point 
where it is starting to cause a 
lot of problems,” he said. 

Ferguson said with growth 
in the region putting 20,000 
new cars on the road every 


year, congestion times will 
only grow if the city’s LRT net¬ 
work doesn’t grow soon and it 
is already starting to have an 
impact. 

“We have got a lot of busi¬ 


nesses that want to be located 
downtown and they are look¬ 
ing for office space, but they are 
worried about the commute 
time for their employees,” he 
said. 


Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
Ferguson is right about the 
issue being an economic one. 
He said cities like Toronto 
and Vancouver lose billions in 
economic activity eveiy year 


because of congestion and Ed¬ 
monton is headed down that 
road. “If we don’t build the LRT 
network soon we will be in the 
same league as those commun¬ 
ities,” he said. 


Edmonton roads back to normal after winter storm

Edmonton police reported a 
total of 72 collisions between 
4 p.m. and 11:59 p.m. Dec. 14 
after freezing rain left roadways 
covered in a dangerous layer of 
ice. 

With eight of those colli¬ 
sions resulting in injuiy, Ed¬ 
monton snow-removal crews 
worked quickly to respond to 
the sheer ice. 

“We had an entire eight- 
hour shift dedicated to sanding 
arterial roads once the freezing 
rain began,” said Bob Dunford, 
director of Roadway Mainten¬ 
ance. 

City crews were pulled off 
their regular plowing routes 


Dec. 14 shortly after 7 p.m. to 
sand the roads due to the rain. 
The storm left streets so slick 
even Edmonton Transit had 
to delay its service for safety 
reasons. 

“The ETS control centre au¬ 
thorized operators to pull to 
the side in a safe place, if they 
felt it was unsafe to keep going 
on their routes,” said Pat Dick¬ 
son, a spokesperson for ETS. 

Dickson noted that while 
some buses were forced to stop, 
certain routes continued to run 
as normal. 

“As soon as the road condi¬ 
tions became safe again, they 
went back onto their routes,” 


said Dickson, adding that she 
does not remember an incident 
like this happening before. 

As the city heads back to 
its normal plowing schedule, 
the parking ban is still in affect 
as of Sunday afternoon. Dun- 
ford said the city would be re¬ 
assessing the situation Monday 
morning. 

Residents who live along 
collector roads can visit 
edmonton.ca/snowparking 
for more information on the 
seasonal parking ban. Vehicles 
parked on roads where the ban 
is in place could be ticketed or 
towed.

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Nelson Mandela 
laid to rest 


Solemnity and joy. 

Several thousand 
gather to take part in 
ceremonies for beloved 
former president and 
anti-apartheid hero 


Nelson Mandela was buried 
in his home village on Sunday 
after a funeral that mixed an¬ 
cient tribal rituals with a dis¬ 
play of the might of the new, 
integrated South Africa. 

Militaiy officers rolled Man¬ 
dela’s flag-draped coffin to the 
family burial plot in the village 
of Qunu as formations of planes 
and militaiy helicopters flew 
over the hills where thousands 
of mourners had gathered. 

Unlike the public memor¬ 
ial on Tuesday at a stadium 
that was rife with problems, 
the funeral and burial went 
smoothly. The ceremonies 
mixed solemnity with joy at 
Mandela’s accomplishments, 
lasted all morning and into the 
afternoon and were fit for Afri¬ 
can royalty. 



Several thousand gathered 
in a huge white tent at the 
Mandela family compound for 
the state funeral that preceded 
a private service at the grave- 
site. Songs, speeches and the 
boom of artilleiy rang across 
the fields. 

Mandela, who spent 27 
years in jail as a prisoner of the 
racist white government and 
emerged to lead a transition to 
a multiracial democracy, died 


on Dec. 5 at the age of 95 after a 
long illness. 

His portrait looked over 
the assembly in the tent from 
behind a bank of 95 candles 
representing each year of his re¬ 
markable life. His casket, trans¬ 
ported to the tent on a gun car¬ 
riage, rested on a carpet of cow 
skins below a lectern where 
speakers delivered eulogies. 

Ahmed Kathrada, an anti¬ 
apartheid activist who was 
jailed on Robben Island with 
Mandela, remembered his old 
friend’s “abundant reserves” 
of love, patience and tolerance. 
He said it was painful when he 
saw Mandela for the last time, 
months ago in his hospital bed. 
Some listeners wiped away 
tears as Kathrada spoke. 

“He tightly held my hand, 
it was profoundly heartbreak¬ 
ing,” Kathrada said, his voice 
quavering with emotion. “How 
I wish I never had to confront 
what I saw. I first met him 67 
years ago and I recall the tall, 
healthy strong man, the boxer, 
the prisoner who easily wielded 
the pick and shovel when we 
couldn’t do so.”

Tribal rituals 
on display 
inQunu 

Nelson Mandela’s casket 
was draped in a lion 
skin, an ox was ritually 
slaughtered and a family 
elder kept talking to 
the body’s spirit: The 
state funeral for Nelson 
Mandela on Sunday 
included these rituals 
from the tradition of the 
Xhosa tribe, to whom 
Mandela’s Thembu clan 
belongs. 

Mandela’s coffin was 
wrapped in the South 
African flag, standing 
atop animal skins during 
the funeral in Mandela’s 
southeastern childhood 
village of Qunu. The 
ceremony was an eclectic 
mix of traditional rituals, 
Christian elements and 
the military honours of a 
state funeral. 

His body was buried 
around noon, “when the 
sun is at its highest and 
the shadow at its short¬ 
est,” Cyril Ramaphosa, 
deputy leader of the 
country’s ruling party, 
the African National 
Congress, said during the 
ceremony.

At least 13 Canadian gov¬ 
ernment agencies have had 
subscriptions with U.S. pri¬ 
vate intelligence firm Stra¬ 
tegic Forecasting, Inc. or 
Stratfor, sometimes dubbed 
a shadow CIA, newly re¬ 
leased WikiLeaks emails 
indicate. 

Stratfor came under fire 
recently after a leaked com¬ 
pany document prepared 
for an oil company outlined 
ways to counter activist 
groups, such as Greenpeace, 
who oppose Canada’s oil- 
sands development. 

The same cache of leaked 
emails indicates Canadian 
federal agencies have pur¬ 
chased at least half a million 


dollars in Stratfor services. 

Emails from January 2009 
and February 2011 show 
invoices of $13,125 and 
$13,725 for one-year Strat¬ 
for subscriptions for Foreign 
Affairs and International 
Trade, which were not pub¬ 
licly disclosed by the depart¬ 
ment. 

Under proactive disclo¬ 
sure policy, Canadian gov¬ 
ernment contracts worth 
more than $10,000 must be 
posted on the web. 

Foreign Affairs spokes¬ 
person Jean-Bruno Ville- 
neuve says there was a cler¬ 
ical error in not reporting 
the contracts.

A 17-year-old faces kidnap¬ 
ping and carjacking char¬ 
ges after authorities say he 
stole a car with a baby in¬ 
side. Daytona Beach police 
said their detectives spotted 
two stolen vehicles driving 
together on Friday. One 
had recently been stolen 
from a car dealership. The 
car stopped at a gas station 
where three men jumped 
out and took off. The baby 
was not injured.

Police would have the op¬ 
tion of ticketing people for 
a range of minor offences 
— instead of laying criminal 
charges — under a plan that 


could yield significant sav¬ 
ings for the cash-strapped 
justice system. 

Timothy Smith, a spokes¬ 
man for the Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Chiefs of Police, 
says the idea has emerged 
from discussions fostered by 
the federal government on 
curbing rising policing costs. 

Under the proposal, of¬ 
ficers would have the op¬ 
tion of ticketing people for 


offences such as causing a 
disturbance, public nudity, 
falsifying an employment re¬ 
cord, soliciting prostitution, 
vagrancy or trespassing. 

It builds on a resolution 
the Chiefs of Police passed 
last August that would 
give forces the discretion 
to issue a ticket under the 
Contraventions Act for pos¬ 
session of a small amount of 
cannabis. 


Last January, the federal 
Public Safety minister hosted 
a summit on the economics 
of policing that included of¬ 
ficers and chiefs from across 
the country, government 
officials and academics. Of¬ 
ficials say the cost of poli¬ 
cing is steadily rising — hit¬ 
ting more than $12 billion 
in 2010 — even though the 
crime rate is falling.

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Sheriff: Colorado school gunman 
threatened teacher in September

Teen shooter may have 
been nursing a grudge 
leading up to attack 


Investigators believe the 
gunman who entered Arap¬ 
ahoe High School in Centen¬ 
nial, Colorado, on Friday was 
looking for a teacher with 
whom he had a dispute. 

Karl Pierson, 18, may 
have been nursing a grudge 
against the teacher — a li¬ 
brarian and head of the 
school debate team — since 
September. Pierson was on 
the team and had been disci¬ 
plined by the librarian for 
reasons yet to be disclosed, 
County Sheriff Grayson Rob¬ 
inson said. He said Pierson 
had threatened the teacher 
in September. 

Pierson fired six shots 
from a pump-action shot¬ 
gun between the moment he 


walked into Arapahoe High 
School and the moment he 
killed himself in a library 
as a school security officer 
closed in on him, Robinson 
said. 

Arapahoe senior Claire 
Davis, 17, who was sitting 
with a friend when Pierson 
entered the library, was shot 


in the head. She remained 
hospitalized in critical condi¬ 
tion Sunday. 

Robinson has said investi¬ 
gators think Davis was shot 
at random by Pierson. 

Pierson legally bought 
a shotgun on Dec. 6 at a lo¬ 
cal store, and he purchased 
ammunition the morning 


of the shootings. Anyone 18 
and older is allowed to buy 
a shotgun in Colorado; only 
those over 21 can legally buy 
a handgun. 

Pierson arrived at the 
school toting the shotgun 
and wearing the ammuni¬ 
tion on his body. In a back¬ 
pack he carried three Molo¬ 


tov cocktails. 

Pierson managed to ignite 
one Molotov cocktail inside 
the school library before he 
killed himself as a fast-acting 
school security officer, a dep¬ 
uty sheriff, closed in, Robin¬ 
son said. 

Colorado Gov. John Hiclc- 
enlooper noted Sunday that 
Pierson was not a loner but 
cautioned that the investiga¬ 
tion was in its early stages. 
“He didn’t seem to have a 
mental illness,” the governor 
said. “He had a lot of friends, 
he was outspoken. But again, 
there’s no rhyme or reason. 
We can’t — there’s nothing 
that says, ‘Ah, now I under¬ 
stand.’” 

Pierson’s attack lasted just 
80 seconds but reopened scars 
in a community traumatized 
by mass shootings in nearby 
Denver suburbs — at Colum¬ 
bine High School in 1999 and 
an Aurora movie complex in 
2012.

UN prediction 


Global e-waste to 
rise 30 % by 2017 

The mountain of refriger¬ 
ators, cellphones, TV sets and 
other electrical waste dis¬ 
posed of annually worldwide 
is forecast to grow by a third 
by 2017, according to a UN 
study released Sunday. 

E-waste — defined as 
anything with a battery or a 
cord — can pose a big prob¬ 
lem because it often contains 
substances that are harmful 
to humans and the environ¬ 
ment if not properly treated. 
On the other hand, some of 


it can be profitably recycled. 

A UN think-tank dedicat¬ 
ed to the issue estimates that 
the amount of e-waste will 
rise from almost 53.9 million 
tons in 2012 to 72.09 million 
tons in 2017. That’s nearly 
200 times the weight of the 
Empire State Building. 

The study, which ex¬ 
cluded white goods because 
there are established recyc¬ 
ling systems for those in the 
United States, found that 
mobile phones are the most 
common item of e-waste in 
the U.S. 

About 120 million phones 
were discarded in 2010.

private and those who got close to the 
prize are left to wonder what they 
were participating in. 

So what is it all about? Speculation 
has it that the NSA, CIA or some other 
government agency is using the teas¬ 
ers to recruit new operatives. 

Or perhaps it’s a private endeavour 
looking for cryptology candidates to 
staff their operations. 

Whoever is behind it, only a very se¬ 
lect few have been able to learn. And 
they’ve been remarkably tight-lipped 
once the puzzles go private. 


Eventually, the ace brains who have 
cracked the code and overcome ob¬ 
stacles like message boards and 
forums purposefully seeded with mis¬ 
information find themselves in 
what’s known as The Onion Router - 
a “dark Internet” of sites that are not 
indexed by search engines.

Beyonce’s album 
surprises everyone 


New album Beyonce. 

Announced and 
released on the same 
day, the star's latest 
offering generates 
so much chatter on 
Twitter it breaks record 


Beyonce has released her new 
album in an unconventional 
way: She announced and 
dropped it on the same day 

The singer released Beyonce 
exclusively on iTunes early Fri¬ 
day. She mirrors how Jay Z re 
leased Magna Carta Holy Grail 
earlier this year — through a 
deal with Samsung where he 
gave the album to 1 million 
users of Galaxy mobile phones 
days before its official release. 

Beyonce’s fifth effort fea¬ 
tures 14 songs and 17 videos. 
Jay Z, Drake and Frank Ocean 
make guest appearances on 
the album, while the closing 
track, Blue, features her daugh¬ 



ter, Blue Ivy. Justin Timberlake 
co-wrote the songs Rocket and 
Partition, and Pharrell, Timbal- 
and, Ryan Tedder, Miguel and 
Sia also co-wrote tracks. 

The album caused a stir 
on social media websites, 
with fans posting about the 
release early Friday morning. 
Twitter said Beyonce’s album 
release generated over 1.2 mil¬ 
lion tweets in 12 hours, with 
a tweets-per-minute spike of 
5,300. The tweets-per-minute 
count around the album sur¬ 
passed the record set when the 
Syfy TV movie Sharknado aired 
in July, Twitter added. 


Billboard said Friday that 
“Beyonce” will likely debut on 
top of its charts next week. 

“Our early numbers are 
showing that this is likely 
heading toward a No. 1 debut 
on the Billboard 200 albums 
chart with only three days of 
the tracking week,” said Bill 
Werde, the editor of Billboard. 
Billboard closes the tracking 
week on Sundays, and typical 
albums are released on Mon¬ 
day or Tuesday. On Friday after¬ 
noon, the explicit and clean 
versions of “Beyonce” ranked 
No. 1 and No. 2 on the iTunes 
albums chart. Along with Be¬ 
yonce and Jay Z, other leaders 
in pop music have released 
albums in new ways recently: 
For her Red album last year, 
Taylor Swift had partnerships 
with Target, Walgreens and 
Papa John’s; and Lady Gaga sold 
440,000 copies of her Bom This 
Way album on Amazon for just 
99 cents when it was on sale 
for two days in 2011, helping 
the album sell 1.1 million in its 
debut week, the associated press

Cooper Volkman is eight years 
old, full of energy and tends to 
be perpetually in motion. 

Lately, though, it’s been dif¬ 
ferent. In the evenings, when 
his mom, Lori, makes dinner, 
Cooper is absorbed by a new 
hobby: making bracelets and 
other objects out of tiny, colour¬ 
ful rubber bands. 

The current craze for kids — 
Rainbow Loom bands and their 
many knockoffs — has been 
surprising parents and child de¬ 
velopment experts. In a market 
glutted with crafts marketed to 


girls, loom bands are the rare 
gender-neutral hobby that ap¬ 
peals to boys, too. 

Open to Everyone 

Tricia Ross’ son avoids playing 
with his sisters’ toys. But he 
and many male classmates in 
Charlottesville, Va., have seized 
on loom bands. 

“There’s a sense of accom¬ 
plishment” that comes with 
finishing a bracelet, Ross says, 
and it’s enough to inspire her 
son to “sit until it’s complete.” 

Ross and Volkman find that 


while many craft products are 
packaged in pink boxes embla¬ 
zoned with pictures of smiling 
girls, the gender-neutral pack¬ 
aging of loom band products 
make them more boy-friendly. 

Good For Development 

Loom bands are popular 
among kids age seven to 12, a 
key time for developing. 

“Right around age seven, 
you see fine motor skills tak¬ 
ing off,” says Cynthia Edwards, 
professor of psychology at 
Meredith College in Raleigh, 


N.C. “Anything that helps them 
to use those hands together, 
left and right, helps to develop 
those areas of the brain and the 
muscles themselves. “ 

Kids in this age group are 
also developing “executive 
function,” the ability to plan 
and execute tasks, Edwards

medium-low to beat cream 
cheese until smooth. Take care 
to not beat in any extra air, but 
to scrape down bowl thorough¬ 
ly to avoid lumps.

Add the eggs one at a time, 
again incorporating gently, but 
thoroughly scraping the bowl. 

4. Scrape in the seeds from the 
vanilla bean or add the vanilla 
extract. Stir in the bittersweet 
chocolate. Pour the batter into 
the prepared pan over the 
crust. Tap the pan gently on 
the counter to eliminate any 
air bubbles. Place the pan into 


a larger roasting pan. Pour 
enough boiling water into the 
roasting pan, taking care not 
to get any into the cheesecake, 
to come halfway up the sides of 
the cake. 

5. Bake for 50 to 60 minutes, 
or until just barely jiggly at the 
centre. Turn off the oven and 
carefully prop the door open 
with a spoon. Allow to cool 2 
hours. Remove pan from the 
oven and refrigerate until com¬ 
pletely cold, at least 4 hours. 

6. When ready to unmould the 
cheesecake, run a paring knife 
around the edge. Dip just the 


bottom of the pan in hot water 
for 1 minute to loosen the crust. 
Place a large plate over the top 
of the pan, then flip the pan 
over so that the cheesecake is 
upside down. The cake should 
release onto the plate. Remove 
the parchment from the crust 
and place a serving platter over 
it. Flip the cake a second time to 
end with the cheesecake right 
side up. 

7. Microwave the red currant 
jelly for 1 minute and stir until 
smooth. Spread evenly over the 
top of the cheesecake. Garnish 
the edges with chopped pista¬ 
chios.

The severe market crash in 
October 2008 changed my 
life.

Shortly 
after I took my first steps, I 
ran the Gobi March in China 
in June ’09, followed by the 
Atacama Crossing in Chile 
in 'io and the Sahara Race 
in Egypt in ’ll. In this post, 

I share a lesson about life, 
learned from the desert.

THE DESERT

The simplest path between 
two points is a straight 


line. While mathematically 
true, in life this is rarely 
the case. Up and downs, 
twists and turns, that’s 
the norm we all know. 

In desert running, where 
you’d think the shortest 
path would be the one 
most advantageous, often 
times it isn’t. In running, 
as in life, while one path 
may seem harder, longer 
or more difficult, it may be 
the one that pays the most 
rewards. 

When facing the Sahara 
Desert I was advised to 
carefully pick my running 
lines and avoid simply 
darting ahead. The desert 
course we ran had signal 
flags roughly every 100m, 
so that racers knew the 
specific direction to be fol¬ 
lowed. Unlike the rocky de¬ 
sert terrain of the Gobi or 
the Atacama deserts where 


I had excelled, the Sahara’s 
sand was soft and its dunes 
windswept daily. 

Now, instead of running 
the shortest distance, I 
would now be scanning 
to calculate my path of 
least resistance: Which 
side of the sand dune was 
wind packed? Which side 
was sun-baked with firm, 
vein-lilce grooves? Where 
might there be rock sedi¬ 
ments I could run on with 
a hardened surface? I ran 
a longer route and was a 
degree off course for most 
of the race, but it paved a 
swift arrival to the finish 
line. 

Have you looked at all 
the alternative paths to 
overcome your challenges?

Should we bring 
teaching to the 
electronic tablet? 



School on a screen. 
One in three kids using 
iPads in class admit 
to playing games: 
Canadian study 


A third of Quebec students 
surveyed about using iPads 
in class admitted to playing 
games during school hours 
and an astounding 99 per 
cent said they found the 
gadgets distracting, suggests 
a new study based on the ex¬ 
periences of more than 6,000 
tablet-toting kids. 

But even though just a few 
students said they felt a tablet 
helped them learn better, the 
report’s co-authors still con¬ 
cluded that schools should 
invest in the technology, al¬ 
though cautiously. 

Researchers surveyed 
6,057 students, who were en¬ 
rolled in Grades 6 through 10, 
and 302 teachers about their 
experiences so far in using 
tablets daily in the classroom. 

The report concludes that 
outfitting large numbers of 
students with costly tablets 
is a worthwhile endeavour, 
provided that teachers are 
well prepared and trained for 
the radical shift in delivering 
their lesson plans. 


i Positives 


• When teachers were 
asked about the bene¬ 
fits of using iPads in 
class, about half said it 
opened up better access 
to information, 40 per 
cent cited the easy port¬ 
ability of the devices, 
and about a third said 
it allowed for greater 
collaboration. 


“It would appear that in¬ 
corporating the iPad into edu¬ 
cation constitutes a necessaiy 
risk for schools, and that this 
technological tool has breath¬ 
taking cognitive potential,” 
states the report. 

But co-author Thieriy 
Karsenti noted that so far, 
teachers have generally not 
been well prepared to teach 
with tablets. 

The report notes that 70 
per cent of the teachers sur¬ 
veyed said they had “never 
or veiy rarely” used an iPad 
before they were introduced 
into their classrooms, versus 
53.6 per cent of their stu¬ 
dents. 

“Some of the teachers 
were getting the iPad on the 
first day of school with their 
students, can you imagine? 


All the students were on 
Faceboolc, Twitter and the 
teachers were like, ‘Oh my 
God, this is not working,’ 
and blaming the technology 
because he or she was not 
ready,” said Karsenti, the Can¬ 
ada research chair for infor¬ 
mation and communication 
technologies in education. 

“You have teachers who 
are fully unaware of what’s 
going on in the classroom, 
they’re sitting reading their 
notes and the students are do¬ 
ing whatever they want.” 

The report notes that a 
“surprising” number of stu¬ 
dents — more than one in 
three — admitted to playing 
games in class, sometimes 
with their teachers’ permis¬ 
sion after an assignment or 
task was completed. 

Researchers were also sur¬ 
prised that, in some ways, 
the tablet technology wasn’t 
been used to its full potential. 
Students said they did rela¬ 
tively little reading on their 
tablets and were still using 
paper textbooks, while many 
assignments were still be sub¬ 
mitted on paper rather than 
electronically. 

About 85 per cent of the 
students said they never or 
rarely used the iPad to pre¬ 
pare written work.

Satisfaction in the poclcetboolc 
is trumping personal fulfill¬ 
ment for incoming college 
freshmen, according to a new 
study. 

ACT, the nonprofit testing 
company that helps students 
prepare for college, released 
a report last month regarding 
how today’s students choose 
a major. It found that close to 
a third of incoming freshmen 
are enrolling not in a field that 
interests them, but rather one 
that will help them land steady, 
well-paying jobs after gradua¬ 


tion. 

It sounds like a practical — 
though less than exciting — 
college plan, but that doesn’t 
mean it’s a wise move. 

This isn’t the first time this 
trend has surfaced. “It’s inter¬ 


esting that this phenomenon is 
happening again,” says organ¬ 
izational psychologist Dr. Billie 
Blair. “It was a prevalent prac¬ 
tice 20 to 30 years ago when so 
many were encouraged to go 
into medicine because of the

excellent pay.” 

A steady paycheck is a won¬ 
derful thing, especially right 
out of college. It’s important 
for freshmen to remember, 
too, that their sanity and happi¬ 
ness also come into play when 
choosing a major. 

“No doubt about it, in to¬ 
day’s economic environment 
students need to be practical in 
selecting majors,” states Carol 
A. Sitterly, dean for academic 
success at American Inter¬ 
national College. 

“But they also need to select 


majors and career fields that 
they can feel passionate about 
over the next 40 years of their 
working life.” 

Keeping that passion alive 
and active isn’t always easy 
when graduates are struggling 
to find work. Like so many 
things in life, being able to 
strike the right balance can 
make all the difference. 

“The critical question is 
whether [students] can find a 
space in that world that they 
are good at and that they can 


get excited about even as they 
chase a paycheck,” says Rita 
McGrath, associate professor at 
Columbia Business School. 

McGrath reminds us that 
no matter how much time a 
student puts into the decision¬ 
making process, things can 
change while at school. “Veiy 
few students find that their ca¬ 
reers unfold as they predicted, 
so the choice of major is prob¬ 
ably a much smaller determin¬ 
ant of ultimate outcomes than 
we might assume,” she says.
